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Peter  W.  Bragdon  Appointed 

26th  Headmaster  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy 

Following  an  intensive  nationwide 
search  beginning  one  year  ago 
when  Jack  Ragle  told  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  his  intentions  to  retire  as 
Headmaster  in  June  1983,  the  Trustees 
at  their  mid-winter  1983  meeting 
unanimously  voted  to  appoint  Peter 
W.  Bragdon,  47,  of  Kent  School,  Kent, 
Connecticut  as  the  new  Headmaster. 

For  those  alumni,  parents  and 
friends  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  who  have  not  yet  heard, 
beginning  next  year  Mr.  Ragle  has  ac- 
cepted a  faculty  position  as  an  instruc- 
tor in  English  and  writing  at  Kimball 
Union  Academy  in  Meriden,  New 
Hampshire.  KUA  is  fourteen  miles 
south  of  Hanover,  New  Hampshire 
where  Jack  has  many  friends  from  his 
years  at  Dartmouth. 

A  more  detailed  story  of  Peter 
Bragdon  will  appear  in  the  fall  Archon, 
but  in  response  to  alumni  and  parents' 
interest  we  want  to  briefly  profile  the 
new  headmaster  and  highlight  his  years 
in  independent  education. 

In  conversation,  Peter  immediately 
evinces  his  genuine  love  for  life  —  for 
his  family  (his  wife,  Dorothy,  and  their 
three  children,  Bill,  21,  Chris  19,  and 
Katherine,  14),  for  young  people,  for 


education,  for  recreation.  He  likes  to 
talk  about  the  "open  house"  program 
he  and  Mrs.  Bragdon  hold  at  their 
home  on  Sunday  afternoons  for  Kent 
students  (frisbee,  croquet,  TV, 
barbecue),  about  fishing  in  the  Adiron- 
dacks,  about  teaching  history,  about 
the  achievements  of  Bill,  Chris  and 
Katherine,  about  Dorothy's  work  with 
special  needs  children. 

Peter  is  surely  known  for  his  skills  as 
a  hockey  player  and  coach,  yet  his 
reputation  as  a  history  teacher  and  ad- 
ministrator are  widely  known  amongst 
his  colleagues  and  his  students.  Words 
such  as  "integrity",  "fairness",  "sports- 
manship", are  used  by  his  associates 
when  describing  his  standards. 

In  the  Kent  News,  Peter  describes  the 
Headmastership  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  as  "a  new  challenge  which 
will  employ  all  the  experience  and 
resources  Mrs.  Bragdon  and  I  have 
gained  in  twenty-three  years  of 
boarding  school  education." 

Peter,  the  son  of  a  teacher  and 
author,  grew  up  at  Brooks  School, 
North  Andover,  Massachusetts  and 
Phillips  Exeter  Academy  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1954.  He  received  both 
his  Bachelor  of  Arts  (1959)  and  Master 
of  Arts  in  Teaching  (1960)  from  Har- 
vard. Following  four  months  of  travel 
through  England,  France,  Italy  and 
Greece,  Peter  began  his  teaching  career 


in  Australia  for  the  Melbourne  Church 
of  England  Grammar  School  as  an  in- 
structor in  History  and  English,  a 
coach  in  field  hockey  and  rowing,  and 
assistant  housemaster.  A  year  later,  he 
moved  to  St.  Paul's  School,  Concord, 
New  Hampshire  as  a  history  teacher, 
coach  (ice  hockey,  baseball  and 
lacrosse)  and  dormmaster. 

In  1966,  Peter  began  work  at  the 
Kent  School  as  Chairman  of  the 
History  Department,  a  position  he  held 
for  four  years.  He  inaugurated  an 
Asian  Studies  program,  created  a  team 
teaching  approach  to  American 
History,  and  increased  use  of  paper- 
backs, films  and  audio-visual  aids.  He 
also  developed  an  Advance  Placement 
program  in  American  History.  In  the 
summer  of  1966  he  was  selected  for  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act  In- 
stitute in  non-western  history  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  and  in 
1967  created  and  taught  a  course  in 
American  Black  Leadership  at 
Northfield-Mount  Hermon  Liberal 
Studies  Program. 

Mr.  Bragdon  was  appointed  Kent 
Director  of  Admissions  Boys'  Campus 
in  1970.  In  that  position  he  has  traveled 
extensively  to  create  a  greater  diversity 
within  the  student  body  (both  in  terms 
of  quality  and  geographic  distribution) 
and  has  been  successful  in  nearly 
doubling  the  number  of  formal  can- 
didates. In  addition,  he  has  served  on 
numerous  faculty  and  student  commit- 
tees. He  coached  varsity  hockey  for 
fourteen  years  during  which  time  the 
team  won  five  league  championships, 
and,  for  four  years  coached  intramural 
rowing.  During  the  summers  Mr. 
Bragdon  has  coached  hockey  in 
Canada  and  northern  New  York  state, 
and  has  spent  time  fishing  and  hiking 
in  the  Adirondacks. 

He  was  married  to  the  former 
Dorothy  Davison  of  Duxbury, 
Massachusetts  in  June  1959.  Mrs. 
Bragdon  has  been  very  much  a  part  of 
the  Kent  School  community,  hostess- 
ing numerous  functions  for  the 
students,  as  well  as  coaching  in- 
tramural crews.  She  has  served  as 
chairperson  of  the  town  of  Kent's  Park 
and  Recreation  Committee  and  has 
been  a  special  education  teacher  at  the 
Kent  Center  School. 

The  Bragdons  are  anxious  to  begin 
their  work  at  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  on  July  1.  Up  to  that  time, 
they  are  visiting  the  campus  on 
weekends  (as  time  permits)  to  get  to 
know  it  and  its  people  better.

Headmaster  Ragle  Chairs  International 
Committee 

Headmaster  Jack  Ragle  recently 
returned  from  two  weeks  in  the 
Netherlands  at  the  American  School  in 
Amsterdam,  one  week  of  which  was 
devoted  to  chairing  a  Visiting  Commit- 
tee representing  the  European  Council 
of  Independent  Schools  and  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges,  to  which  the  school  is  apply- 
ing for  dual  accreditation.  In  addition 
to  Mr.  Ragle,  the  Committee  was  com- 
prised of  three  men  and  four  women 
representing  international  schools  in 
Genoa,  Horence,  Zurich,  Moscow, 
Denmark,  Norway  and  the  Canary 
Islands. 

The  Committee  worked  hard  for  a 
week  to  put  a  rough  draft  of  the 
evaluation  together,  which  Mr.  Ragle 
will  complete  in  its  final  form.  The 
American  School  in  Amsterdam  is  a 
school  of  350  students  grades  K-12,  of 
which  73%  are  non-American 
representing  33  different  nations. 


Before  the  group  commenced  its 
work,  Mr.  Ragle  had  a  week  to  enjoy 
the  sights  and  culture  of  Amsterdam. 
From  his  hotel  overlooking  the 
Leidsegracht  (Leidse  Canal),  he  ex- 
plored the  city  on  foot  and  toured  the 
canals  by  boat.  He  took  in  a  modern 
ballet  at  the  Straatischouwberg  (Opera 
House),  the  Van  Gogh  museum,  and 
Rijksmuseum  (Rembrandt's  and 
others),  and  attended  a  Mozart  Con- 
cert. To  sum  it  up,  said  Mr.  Ragle,  "It 
was  a  fascinating  experience  for  me!"

National  Merit  Scholarship 
Achievements 

Four  finalists  in  the  National  Merit 
Scholarship  program  from  GDA  were 
recently  announced  by  Headmaster 
Ragle.  The  finalists,  Arthur  Cohen  and 
Aaron  Halpern  of  Newburyport, 
Rebecca  Riehl  of  Andover,  and  John 
Sylvain  of  Hampton,  New  Hampshire 
were  congratulated  and  presented  with 
certificates  of  merit.  About  90%  of  the 
15,000  semifinalists  named  in  the  fall  of 
1982  become  finalists,  and  only  these 
finalists  were  considered  for  a  Merit 
Scholarship,  to  be  announced  later  in 
the  spring. 

Admissions  Picture  Optimistic 

The  1982-83  year  in  admissions  has 
been  another  healthy  one  for  the 
Academy.  Although  applications  are 
down  somewhat  compared  to  last 
year's  record  breaking  number,  the 
quality  of  candidates  accepted  on 
March  10th  "is  the  best  in  my  eight 
years  on  the  job,"  commented  Director 
of  Admissions,  Mike  Moonves.

"I 
feel  very  strongly  that  Governor 
Dummer  continues  to  hold  a  solid  posi- 
tion and  will  welcome  a  truly  outstan- 
ding group  of  young  people  in 
September."

Candidates 

Director  of  College  Guidance,  Bob 
Clagett,  reports  that  over  ten  percent 
of  the  senior  class  have  been  admitted 
by  early  decision  to  their  first-choice 
college.  These  include  Babson,  Cor- 
nell, Dartmouth,  Dickinson,  Harvard, 
Northeastern,  Norwich,  Skidmore, 
Tufts  and  Yale.  At  this  writing,  many 
other  seniors  have  also  been  admitted 
to  their  first  choice  college  through  the 
rolling  admission  process  while  the  re- 
maining seniors  will  learn  in  mid  -April 
of  their  success  in  the  regular  applicant 
pool.

Alumni  Profile  —  Paul,  Peter  and  Dan  Morgan

As  our  society  grows  increasingly 
more  independent  and  mobile, 
the  structure  of  the  American  family 
continues  to  change  with  it.  The 
Morgan  family,  however,  is  different. 
In  fact,  the  Morgan  family  is  a  part  of 
many  families,  including  Governor 
Dummer,  Harvard,  Morgan  Construc- 
tion Company  and  Worcester,  to  name 
a  few.  In  a  profile  of  Paul  '41,  Peter  '43 
and  Dan  Morgan  '67,  it  is  evident  that 
collectively  and  individually  they  are 
not  willing  to  move  with  the  societal 
trends,  and  instead  devote  their  time  as 
loyal  members  of  their  various 
families. 

The  Morgans  are  most  renowned  for 
their  able  leadership  of  the  Morgan 
Construction  Company  and  support  of 
the  Worcester  community.  Often  call- 
ed Worcester's  "mystery"  company, 
Morgan  Construction  Company  is  not 
what  its  name  implies.  As  an  interna- 
tional engineering  company  (not  a  con- 
struction company),  Morgan  has  been 
located  in  Worcester  for  over  90  years, 
and  employs  approximately  750  people 
and  grosses  $70  million  in  an  average 
year.  In  essence,  Morgan  produces 
machinery  that  steel  companies  need  to 
make  steel. 

In  an  industry  where  many  small 
companies  have  been  forced  to  merge 
with  larger  corporations  because  of  the 
complex  economic  problems  of  the 
steel  industry,  Morgan  remains  a 
family-owned,  family-run,  non- 
unionized  business.  Founded  in  1888 
by  Charles  Hill  Morgan,  today  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  family  is  run- 
ning the  business,  with  the  fifth  genera- 
tion holding  middle-level  executive 
positions.  They,  like  their  ancestors, 
have  become  involved  in  the  company 
from  the  shop-floor  up. 

The  management  history  of  the 
Morgans  is  complex,  but  goes 
something  like  this:  Charles  Hill 
Morgan  was  succeeded  as  President  by 


his  son  Paul  B.  Morgan,  who  in  turn 
was  succeeded  by  his  son  Philip.  The 
President,  Paul,  and  the  Vice-President 
of  Administration,  Peter,  are  sons  of 
Philip,  and  great-grandsons  of  the 
founder.  Next  come  Paul's  sons  Dan 
and  Philip,  who  are  Assistants  to  the 
President.  Although  Dan  had  not 
necessarily  planned  on  entering  the 
family  business,  he  reflects,  "I  feel  for- 
tunate that  through  my  work  at 
Morgan,  I  have  been  able  to  get  involv- 
ed with  areas  in  business  that  many 
people  my  age  have  not  been  exposed 
to.  I  have  been  able  to  see  my  rather 
successfully  fulfil  numerous  positions 
beyond  his  role  as  a  father,  and  finally, 
it  has  been  rewarding  to  establish  my 
loyalties  here." 

While  Paul  primarily  concentrates 
on  managing  the  business  (yet  among 
outside  responsibilities  he  is  Chairman 
of  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute's 
Board  of  Trustees),  Peter  is  committed 
to  involving  himself  and  the  company 
in  the  Worcester  community.  In  fact, 
his  devoted  leadership  recently 
brought  him  the  award  of  "Worcester 
Businessperson  of  1983".  Although  he 
claims  he  prefers  to  keep  a  low  profile, 
he  has  certainly  earned  the  respect  of 
those  he  works  with,  and  the  list  of 
projects  and  causes  that  have  benefited 
from  his  work  is  lengthy.  In  1977  he 
organized  and  led  the  fundraising  ef- 
fort to  raise  $2  million  in  private  funds 
toward  the  Centrum  —  Worcester's 
new  Civic  Center;  from  1979-82,  he 
was  the  Chairman  of  the  YMCA  of 
Greater  Worcester  and  was  a  key 
figure  in  a  decision  to  renovate  their 
facility;  he  is  leading  the  Y's  fundrais- 
ing drive  which  is  expected  to  reach  $5 
million  by  the  middle  of  this  year. 
Along  with  active  participation  on 
many  boards,  he  serves  as  the 
Associate  Chairman  of  the  United  Way 
and  next  year  will  be  Chairman  of  the 
Central  Massachusetts  United  Way 
fund  drive.  . 


The  Morgans  relationship  with  GDA 
began  in  1938  with  the  arrival  of  Paul 
and  Peter.  While  their  father  Philip 
became  a  Trustee  of  the  Academy  in 
1942,  the  boys  developed  a  record  of 
their  own  active  involvement  in  the 
GDA  community.  Paul  reflects,  "In 
those  days,  the  College  Guidance  Of- 
fice appointed  us  to  one  campus  job  or 
another,  and  at  the  time  we  wondered 
why.  Although  our  positions  often 
came  as  a  total  shock  then,  now  40 
years  later  we  know  why  we  were  re- 
quired to  fulfil  them."  Peter  quickly 
adds,  "As  a  matter  of  fact,  one  of  my 
first  jobs  was  managing  the  school 
store,  and  for  five  years  I  rang  the 
school  bell  on  Sunday  mornings.  It  was 
a  very  important  responsibility! 
Governor  Dummer  was  a  broadening 
experience,  especially  as  it  was  really 
our  first  time  away  from  home." 

Paul  continued  to  remain  active  in 
GDA  alumni  affairs  as  a  member  of  the 
Alumni  Executive  Committee  for  many 
years.  President  of  the  Alumni 
Association  in  1952-53,  he  observes 
that  "Ted  Eames  took  care  of  the 
school  well,  and  the  Trustees  did  a 
super  job  raising  money  to  improve  the 
physical  plant.  The  Alumni  Associa- 
tion was  and  still  is  a  great  way  to  get 
the  younger  alumni  involved.  One  of 
our  jobs  was  to  write  the  Academy's 
fundraising  appeal  letters.  Everyone 
was  asked  to  give  $17.63!" 

Dan  has  since  followed  his  father's 
path,  as  a  class  agent  and  member  of 
the  Alumni  Association  Executive 
Committee  (for  which  he  will  become 
Vice-President  in  June).  At  GDA,  Dan 
wore  many  hats:  as  a  member  of  the 
football,  wrestling  and  tennis  teams, 
Editor  of  the  Governor,  President  of 
the  Glee  Club  and  Chairman  of  the 
Language  Lab  —  and  still  managed  to 
graduate  Cum  Laude! 

Paul's  words  seem  to  sum  up  the 
Morgan  experience  at  GDA:  "Gover- 
nor Dummer  was  special  because  the 
competition  was  not  too  intense,  and 
there  was  the  opportunity  to  be  a 
significant  fish.  It  is  far  easier,  general- 
ly speaking,  to  make  the  choice  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  over  a 
large  school.  Life  there  is  much  more 
fun  and  a  very  useful  experience.'' 

The  devotion  these  men  have  shown 
to  their  families,  their  schools  (all  at- 
tended Harvard,  as  well),  to  their 
business  and  their  community  is  truly 
commendable,  as  they  remain  ever 
aware  of  the  needs  of  those  around 
them.  Such  a  role  is  not  an  easy  one  to 
play,  and  yet  for  the  Morgans  —  Paul, 
Peter  and  Dan  —  it  is  carried  through 
most  admirably. 


Parent  Profile:  Eddy  G.  Nicholson 


Ed  Nicholson  P'83 

Ask  most  teenagers  and  they  will  tell 
you  that  their  parents  have  a  catalog  of 
sermons  —  and  that  these  sermons, 
ranging  from  30  seconds  to  3  minutes, 
get  delivered  on  most  any  occasion  and 
in  any  setting. 

In  Congoleum  Corporaton's  infor- 
mational 12  Vi  minute  video  cassette 
presentation,  President  and  Chief 
Operating  Officer  Eddy  G.  Nicholson 
describes  one  of  his  business 
philosophies,  which  he  says  (on  tape) 
his  children  call  sermon  #27  —  "You've 
got  to  have  a  bone  deep  desire  to  be  the 
best."  This  personal  guideline,  along 
with  many  others,  communicated 
throughout  the  Congoleum  work  force 
from  executive  to  welder,  has  helped 
turn  the  company  from  a  negative 
growth  position  in  1975  to,  in  1983,  the 
16th  largest  privately  held  corporation 
in  the  U.S.,  with  revenues  approaching 
$1  billion. 

Ed  Nicholson  and  his  wife  Linda 
have  three  children,  Kevin  21,  Dee  Dee 
19,  and  Steve  18. 

In  1980  when  Congoleum  manage- 
ment —  Nicholson  and  Byron 
Radaker,  Chairman  and  Chief  Ex- 
ecutive Officer  —  was  considering 
relocating  its  headquarters  to  a  city 
more  central  to  its  operating  divisions, 
one  of  many  measurements  for  choos- 
ing the  new  location  was  schools.  Once 
they  decided  upon  Portsmouth,  New 
Hampshire,  Steve,  then  16,  applied  to 
GDA     and     was     accepted.     An 


For  our  continuing  series  of  alumni 
and  parent  profiles,  we  chose  for  this 
issue  to  focus  on  the  executives  of 
two  major  international  businesses 
—  the  Morgan  Construction  Com- 
pany of  Worcester,  Massachusetts 
and  Congoleum  Corporation  of 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire. 


"awesome"  tennis  player,  he  is  Captain 
of  the  team  and,  says  Coach  Wally 
Rowe,  "very  tough  to  beat." 

Congoleum  Corporation  has  three 
operating  divisions:  Congoleum  Floor- 
ing, headquarted  in  Kearney,  New 
Jersey;  Bath  Iron  Works  in  Bath, 
Maine;  and  Curtis  Industries  in 
Eastlake,  Ohio,  specializing  in  the 
packaging  and  distribution  of 
automotive  and  industrial  hardware. 
The  corporation  has  plants  in  twenty- 
two  cities  and  employs  13,000  people. 
Once  public,  the  company  became 
privately  owned  when  the  Congoleum 
Corporation  stockholders  accepted  an 
acquisition  offer  of  $38  on  shares  that 
were  then  tracking  at  $25  per  share,  a 
$445  million  transaction  financed 
through  borrowing.  Nicholson  and 
Radaker,  a  few  other  officers,  and 
seven  financial  institutions  make  up 
the  ownership  of  a  company  that  now 
looks  to  a  future  of  growth  and  expan- 
sion rather  than  stagnation  and 
decreasing  profits,  as  was  the  perfor- 
mance prior  to  1975. 

Nicholson  and  Radaker  joined  Con- 
goleum Corporation  in  1975  when  the 
company's  debt  exceeded  $76  million, 
credit  was  expiring,  and  earnings  had 
fallen  from  $22  million  in  1973  to 
$500,000.  Congoleum  was  at  that  time 
what  Nicholson  describes  as  a  "classic" 
conglomerate:  a  holding  company  with 
several  different  divisions,  each 
operating  independently  and 
autonomously  with  little  central  direc- 
tion and  no  unifying  corporate  vision. 
The  method  of  operating  changed  from 
one  of  a  holding  company  to  that  of  an 
operating  company. 

Their  job  was  obvious:  to  turn  the 
company  around.  They  developed  a 
stiff  set  of  seven  operating  guidelines 
and  measurement  standards  for  the 
divisions.  Only  the  original  Con- 
goleum met  all  the  criteria.  Two 
others,  including  BIW  had  the  poten- 
tial to  meet  them,  recalls  Nicholson. 
The  rest  of  the  divisions  flunked  the 
test  and  were  sold.  Over  a  two-year 
period,  Congoleum  thereby  sharply 
reduced  its  debt  and  substantially  in- 
creased its  revenues  and  cash  flow,  so 
successfully  that  it  became  a  prime 
target  for  acquisition  by  some  other 
conglomerate.  So  it  was,  in  1979,  four 
years  after  Nicholson  and  Radaker 
assumed  the  management  of  Con- 
goleum, that  they  put  together  their 
successful  buyout  offer  to  Congoleum 
stockholders. 


Congoleum  Corporation  today 
flourishes.  Congoleum  sheet  vinyl 
resiliant  flooring  is  a  household  word. 
Curtis  Industries  —  not  as  visible  a 
name  as  Congoleum  flooring  or  BIW 
—  is,  according  to  company  literature, 
the  second  largest  packager  and 
distribution  of  automotive,  main- 
tenance and  specialty  items  in  the 
United  States.  Their  automotive  key 
equipment  is  used  by  97%  of  the  U.S. 
car  dealers.  Bath  Iron  Works  —  well 
known  in  the  northeast,  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Navy  and  their  com- 
petitors —  is  booming. 

Ed  Nicholson,  45,  the  executive,  is  a 
meticulous  man.  Trim,  well  groomed, 
precise,  articulate,  he  exudes  con- 
fidence. He  is  by  training  a  financial 
analyst,  graduate  of  Memphis  State 
University,  the  holder  of  an  honorary 
doctorate  from  Harding  College.  He 
lectures  at  several  universities  and 
managment  seminars. 

He  describes  his  role  at  Congoleum 
as  a  "judge,"  to  evaluate  ideas  and  the 
performance  of  people.  In  1975  he 
knew  not  a  thing  about  shipbuilding  or 
flooring,  but  he  knew  how  to  manage, 
assess  and  motivate  people.  A  good  ex- 
ecutive, he  says,  can  lead  any  company 
if  he/she  knows  how  to  implement 
sound  business  practices.  He  says  he 
serves  as  manager  of  the  corporation's 
assets  —  humans,  financial  and 
physical.  "Back  in  1975  we  had  a  situa- 
tion where  we  had  to  redefine  the  jobs 
of  our  people.  Some  managers  with 
good  talents  were  being  underutilized, 
others  were  doing  the  wrong  job.  We 
grow  as  our  people  grow,  and  to  that 
end  we  are  constantly  striving  to  im- 
prove the  performance  and  quality  of 
our  people."  This  spring,  he  says,  312 
MBA's  applied  for  eight  positions. 

Congoleum  strives,  he  says,  to  make 
the  work-place  as  comfortable  as  the 
person's  home.  A  visitor  to  the  cor- 
porate headquarters  can  attest  to  his 
statement:  the  offices  are  beautiful, 
although  not  overdone,  and  provide  an 
extremely  comfortable  atmosphere  for 
work  and  creativity.  The  art  and  anti- 
ques which  adorn  the  individual  and 
general  offices  are  outstanding,  and  in 
many  cases,  unique. 

Congoleum's  executive  management 
recognizes  that  its  future  is  dependent 
upon  well  motivated  and  ambitious 
people  who  share  common  directions 
and  purposes.  Ed  Nicholson  is  a  man 
who  enjoys  a  challenge  and  looks  for- 
ward to  that  future.

Nostalgia  at  GDA  in  "Boyfriend" 

The  nostalgia  and  romance  of  the 
1920's  were  felt  at  GDA  in  the 
Academy  Players'  production  of  "The 
Boyfriend."  Under  the  direction  of 
Lawrence  Tretler  and  musical  director 
Julie  Soloway,  the  show  ran  for  two 
performances  at  the  end  of  February. 

Talking  about  his  choice  for  the 
winter  play,  Dr.  Tretler  said,  "It  is  im- 
portant for  those  of  us  involved  with 
the  GDA  Theatre  Department  to 
stretch  ourselves  to  do  things  we 
haven't  done  before,  to  expand  our 
repetoire,  doing  such  plays  as 
"Godspell,"  "Tartuffe"  and  "The 
Boyfriend."  We  should  never  become 
too  comfortable  with  one  type  of 
show.  We  have  to  continue  to  experi- 
ment, even  if  it  means  taking  a  risk. 
Theatre  can  never  be  too  easy." 

This  year's  English  Speaking  Union 
Exchange  student,  David  Kinder  '83, 
performed  well  in  the  lead  along  with 
Chris  Chance  '85,  in  her  role  as  female 
lead  in  her  debut  on  the  GDA  stage. 
They  were  supported  by  fifteen  other 
veterans  and  newcomers  to  the 
Academy  Players  group.  Rochelle 
Smith  '84,  now  an  experienced 
choreographer,  did  a  marvelous  job 
with  the  dancers,  and  Ms.  Soloway 
superbly  arranged  the  music.  The 
costumes  were  colorfully  designed  by 
Mrs.  Louise  Beckett  and  effectively 
reflected  the  era.

review  the  cast  put  into  the  produc- 
tion. You  might  say  a  lot  of  muscle 
went  into  it,  and  no  one  came  away 
without  learning  a  great  deal  about 
theatre,  about  different  plays  as  well  as 
this  particular  playwright's  approach," 
said  Dr.  Tretler.  "It  actually  was  an  ex- 
periment for  me  as  a  director  as  this 
type  of  show  is  a  different  kind  of  ex- 
perience for  me  (not  to  mention  the 
students).  It  has  no  serious  theme  and 
was  simply  a  fun  show." 

Tretler 's  choice  of  "The  Boyfriend" 
involved  experimenting  with  a  style  of 
song  and  dance  that  as  an  audience  we 
are  not  used  to  seeing  anymore,  as  it  is 
a  spoof  of  a  type  of  musical  popular  in 
the  1920's.  "For  many,  life  was  as  easy 


as  it  is  portrayed  in  "The  Boyfriend," 
which  reminisces  about  a  type  of 
romance  people  are  generally  too 
sophisticated  to  believe  in  today," 
reflected  the  Director.  "Once  we  look 
at  the  play  beyond  everyday  realism, 
we  can  accept  the  love  and  coincidence 
in  the  play  merely  as  part  of  the  stage 
production,  allowing  us  then  to  simply 
absorb  the  play's  theatrical  message." 

To  add  the  final  touch  to  the  produc- 
tion, David  Kinder  received  a  note 
from  the  English  playwright  Sandy 
Wilson,  who  was  happy  to  hear  that 
GDA  was  performing  his  play,  and 
wished  the  cast  well. 

It  is  evident  that  the  arts  are  truly 
alive  at  GDA. 


"Dance  This  Mess  Around"  A  Success 

A  dance  performance  entitled 
"Dance  This  Mess  Around"  was 
presented  in  March  in  the  Thompson 
Auditorium  to  a  standing  room  only 
crowd.  Representing  the  culmination 
of  a  term  of  concentrated  study  under 
instructor  Donna  Roaf,  forty  GDA 
students  gave  a  colorful  and  talented 
display  of  skills. 

Choreographed  and  performed  in  in- 
dividual and  small  groups,  the  students 
danced  to  a  variety  of  contemporary 
songs  from  "Stray  Cat  Strut"  to  Fleet- 
wood Mac's  "Oh  Daddy."  The  dances 
were  each  unique  in  their  approach  and 
were  all  impressive  in  their  message. 


Other  highlights  of  the  program  in- 
cluded Chris  Frangos  '83  on  the  piano, 
and  a  montage  of  slides  entitled 
"Behind  the  Scenes"  taken  by  GDA 
students  of  dance  classes  and  rehear- 
sals. The  slide  show  was  put  together 
under  the  direction  of  photography  in- 
structor Nancy  Dudley,  and  the 
musical  arrangement  by  Chris 
Stowens,  Coordinator  of  the  Arts. 

Appropriately,  the  final  number 
literally  did  dance  the  entire  company 
around,  as  all  forty  students  performed 
together  to  the  hit  "Mony,  Mony"  by 
Tommy  James  and  the  Shondells.

"Terezin"  Children  of  the  Holocaust 

The  Newburyport  Children's 
Theatre  presented  the  heart-rending 
play  "Terezin"  by  Anna  Smulowitz  of 
Newburyport  at  Governor  Dummer. 
The  play  is  an  intense  portrayal  of  the 
horrors  of  the  Holocaust,  in  particular 
the  story  of  six  children  in  the 
Czechoslovakian  concentration  camp, 
Terezin.  Running  for  nine  nights  in 
February  in  West  Newbury,  the  cast 
came  together  again  to  perform  in  the 
Thompson  Auditorium  shortly  before 
Easter. 

In  her  writing,  Ms.  Smulowitz  is 
actually  drawing  upon  the  experience 
of  her  parents,  who  were  in  the  camp 
and  among  a  handful  of  survivors.  The 
protagonist  is  seventeen-year-old 
Miriam  Fischer,  played  by  GDA's 
talented  Elea  Kemler  '83,  who  becomes 
one  of  the  100  survivors  of  the  18,000 
children  who  had  been  sent  to  Terezin. 
The  play  movingly  involves  the  aud- 
ience in  the  fear  and  hunger  the 
children  experienced  while  separated 
from  their  families  in  the  camps,  as 
they  watched  hundreds  of  people  taken 
away  each  day  by  trains  outside  their 
cellblock  window,  some  hoping  their 
turn  would  never  come,   and   others

ironically  actually  thinking  that  the 
train  would  take  them  home.  Often 
their  only  method  of  communication  is 
through  artwork,  poetry  and  letters, 
such  as  that  which  Miriam  leaves 
behind,  as  testimonies  of  the  destruc- 
tive and  inhumane  treatment  they 
experienced.

Fund  Drive  for  Visual  Arts  Center  Underway 


Edgar  Kaiser  Visual  Arts  Center 


As  most  alumni  and  parents  close 
to  the  everyday  programming 
at  Governor  Dummer  know,  the  most 
pressing  unfunded  facilites  develop- 
ment at  the  Academy  is  the  construc- 
tion of  a  visual  arts  center.  The  need 
has  been  verbalized  for  quite  some  time 
bringing  us  to  the  present  where  the 
planning  is  conceptualized  and  the  ar- 
chitects plans  drawn.  Now,  the  cam- 
paign to  raise  $250,000  to  complete 
funding  for  the  center  is  underway. 

To  be  named  the  Edgar  Kaiser  Visual 
Arts  Center  —  by  vote  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  grateful  appreciation  of 
Mr.  Edgar  F.  Kaiser,  Jr.'s  (GDA  '61) 
leadership  gift  to  the  "Milestones"  cam- 
paign in  memory  of  his  father,  Edgar  F. 
Kaiser  —  the  facility  will  encompass 
the  art  gallery  and  studio,  the 
photography  studio,  a  ceramics  and 
pottery  studio  and  generous  classroom 
and  multi-purpose  space. 

Governor  Dummer's  programs  in 
art,  photography,  music,  theater  and 
dance  have  grown  substantially  over 
the  past  five  years,  with  close  to  two- 
thirds  of  the  student  body  enrolled  in 
the  offerings. 


The  present  art  studio  and  classroom 
is  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
Thompson  Center  for  the  Performing 
Arts;  the  art  gallery  is  housed  in  the 
basement  of  the  Parsons  mathematics 
and  foreign  language  classroom 
building,  where  the  photography  lab  is 
also  located.  Both  buildings,  on  op- 
posite ends  of  the  campus,  are  stretch- 
ed beyond  their  limits.  Unfortunately, 
the  art  program  has  suffered  because  of 
space  limitations  and  scheduling  dif- 
ficulties. 

The  present  visual  arts  curriculum 
includes  three  levels  of  studio  art, 
photography,  an  art  history  course, 
and  an  individual  study  program  in  art 
or  photography.  With  a  new  facility, 
we  will  be  able  to  strengthen  the  pre- 
sent courses  in  the  areas  of  graphics, 
painting  and  drawing  and  to  con- 
template developing  others  in  film, 
pottery  (basic  and  advanced),  the  in- 
terrelationships of  graphics  and 
photography,  and  three-dimensional 
art  —  wood,  wire,  metal,  clay. 

The  structure  to  be  renovated  and 
expanded  for  the  Art  Center  is  the 
"Stone  Garage,"  centrally  located  on 
the  campus  surrounded  by  Phillips,  the 
Thompson  Center,  Moody  Dormitory 
and  Morse  Field. 


The  cost  of  construction  is  projected 
at  $400,00  towards  which  $150,000  is 
committed.  ($100,000  from  the 
"Milestones"  campaign  fund  and 
$50,000  from  the  parents  of  seniors, 
Class  of  1983.)  To  reach  our  goal  and 
fund  the  project,  $250,000  must  be 
raised.  Construction  will  begin  when 
the  total  amount  is  committed. 

There  are  many  named  gift  oppor- 
tunities within  the  Kaiser  Arts  Center, 
including  the  Gallery,  Art  Studio, 
Ceramic  Studio,  Photography 
Laboratory  and  the  classrooms.  The 
named  gift  is  a  lasting  way  for  donors 
to  memorialize  the  names  of  loved  ones 
or,  indeed,  their  own  good  names.  All 
such  gifts  will  be  recognized  by  an  in- 
scription, plaque  or  other  permanent 
record  deemed  appropriate  by  the 
donor. 

The  construction  of  this  Visual  Arts 
Center  has  been  Mr.  Ragle's  dream 
since  his  return  to  Governor  Dummer 
in  1972  as  Headmaster.  In  tribute  to  his 
leadership  during  the  past  eleven  years 
many  alumni,  parents  and  friends  have 
already  given  towards  the  Center.

The  varsity  hockey  team  had  a  most 
successful  campaign,  coming  away 
with  an  11-5-1  mark  (8-5  in  league). 
Their  overall  record  positioned  the 
Governors  in  third  place  in  the 
Eberhart  Division.  The  biggest  win  of 
the  season  took  place  in  the  final  con- 
test versus  St.  Mark's.  The  ice  hockey 
powerhouse  from  St.  Mark's  had  not 
tasted  defeat  in  some  three  years  in 
league  competition,  and  they  were 
about  to  make  it  four  years  without  a 
loss.  The  Governors  had  other  plans, 
however,  and  handed  St  Mark's  a  7-6 
defeat,  thus  wrapping  up  a  firm  hold 
on  third  place.

The  girls  went  on  a  rampage 
after  losing  to  BB&N  in  January,  clos- 
ing out  the  season  with  ten  unanswered 
wins,  including  a  victory  versus  BB&N 
in  the  final  match  of  the  tournament  to 
place  them  in  the  number  one  spot  in 
the  league.

In  post-season 
play,  GDA  decided  to  participate  in 
the  Class  A  tournment,  feeling  that  the 
Class  C  title  would  be  semi-automatic 
and  lack  challenge.  Unfortunately, 
second-seeded  Northfield-Mount 
Herman  dismantled  the  Governors' 
dream  of  a  Class  A  title.  Andre  LaFleur 
'83,  ended  his  career  at  GDA  with 
some  overpowering  individual 
statistics.  LaFleur  established  new 
records  for  games  played  {88),  assists 
(483)  and  steals  (377).  His  point  total  is 
1,203.  LaFleur  and  Steve  Bucknall  '85, 
shared  MVP  honors.  "Buck"  averaged 
21.4  points  per  contest.  David  Carlson 
'84,  was  named  Coaches  Award  reci- 
pient, an  award  instituted  by  Tindall 
some  years  back.  LaFleur  and  Bucknall 
also  received  ISL  All-League  Awards 
while  Joe  Bowman  '84  received 
Honorable  Mention. 

Three  players,  Bucknall,  Bowman 
and  LaFleur  were  named  in  the 
Newburyport  Daily  News  Area  All- 
Star  Team,  with  LaFleur  receiving 
Player  of  The  Year  honors. 


The  final  award  of  the  winter  season 
went  to  LaFleur,  who  was  deemed  reci- 
pient of  the  Andrew  M.  Navoni 
Award.  This  plaque  is  given  annually 
to  the  player  in  the  league  "who  best 
demonstrates  gentility,  modesty, 
dedication,  and  the  drive  for  com- 
petitive excellence,  as  well  as  outstan- 
ding sportsmanship  as  exemplified  by 
Andrew  M.  Navoni." 

Nordic  Skiing 

"The  Nordic  Ski  Team  should  be 
proud  of  their  success,"  stated  Coach 
Robert  Welch,  "as  the  lack  of  snow 
kept  the  Governors  training  behind 
schedule  throughout  the  season." 
Therefore,  the  full  potential  of  the 
squad  was  never  quite  reached.  Co- 
Captain  Bart  Calder  '83,  the  number 
one  ranked  skier  on  the  squad,  was 
cited  as  MVP  for  his  fine  efforts.  Girls' 
captain  Hope  Williams  '83,  was  also 
honored  as  Most  Valuable  for  her  en- 
durance as  well  as  her  ability. 

Winter  Track  Has  Upbeat  Year 

The  winter  track  team,  coached  by 
Dean  Eastman  and  Neil  Glickstein  had 
many  highlights,  even  with  a  sub  .500 
record.  The  relay  team  consisting  of 
Charlie  Cashin  '84,  Andy  Eaton  '86, 
Brett  Engle  '84,  and  Chris  Goddard  '85 
earned  a  second  place  finish  at  the  In- 
terscholastic  Meet,  held  this  season  at 
Moses  Brown.  Cashin  had  a 
superlative  season,  and  was  deemed 
Most  Valuable  Player.  The  third -year 
letterman  ran  second  in  the  Frigid 
River  run  in  Newburyport,  while  plac- 
ing third  at  the  Interscholastics  in  the 
300.  His  versatility  was  a  major  factor 
in  his  selection,  as  Cashin  was  often 
seen  competing  in  several  events  in  one 
meet. 

Perhaps  the  best  success  story  of  the 
entire  campaign,  however,  belongs  to 
Brett  Engle.  In  a  dual  meet  early  in  the 
season,  Coach  Eastman  noticed  that 
only  two  competitors  were  entered  in 
the  pole  vault  event.  Realizing  that 
points  were  given  for  the  top  three 
finishers,  he  added  Engle's  name  to  the 
event.  The  strategy  paid  off  as  first- 
time  vaulter  Engle  sailed  over  the  bar 
to  win,  surprising  himself,  coaches  and 
teammates  alike. 

Liz  Hanson  helped  the  girls'  squad  this 
season  by  capturing  the  Interscholastic 
Championship  in  the  600  yard  dash. 
Freshman  Sue  Pelletier  anchored  the 
squad,  being  a  strong  performer  in  the 
shot  put.  In  all,  eleven  members  were 
awarded  with  varsity  letters.

In  girls'  basketball  action,  the  Lady 
Governors  remained  competitive,  en 
route  to  a  .500  league  mark.

Hill 
also  played  an  aggesssive  style  of 
defense,  proving  that  her  next  two 
years  at  Govenor  Dummer  will  be  pro- 
fitable ones.  She  earned  the  MVP 
Award  and  was  the  only  sophomore  in 
the  league  to  be  chosen  to  the  ISL  All- 
League  team.  The  return  of  Hill,  and 
the  loss  of  just  two  players  to  gradua- 
tion, makes  the  season  of  '84  look  pro- 
mising.

JIM  MCGUIRE,  lawyer:  "Certainly,  our 
times,  both  at  and  after  GDA,  have  shaped 
us  all.  We  have  learned  a  lot,  and  maybe 
that  learning  will  help  us  and  our  children.  " 

I  have  received  18  responses  to  the  ques- 
tionnaire I  sent  out  to  you  last  fall.  This  is 
certainly  not  enough  to  be  able  to  claim  I 
know  now  what  really  happened  to  the 
Class  of  '65,  but  I  can  make  some  general 
observations  about  at  least  a  third  of  us. 

JACK  GREGG,  stock  broker:  "We  have 
gone  to  great  lengths  to  fade  into  oblivion 
—  blase  right  to  the  end." 

Not  surprisingly,  most  of  us  have  settled 
down  by  this  point  into  careers  we  can  see 


ourselves  pursuing  from  here  on  out.  Our 
political  philosophies  have  tended  to  drift 
to  the  right  with  the  passage  of  time,  and 
our  concern  for  our  material  well  being  has 
predictably  increased  as  many  of  us  begin 
to  provide  for  our  children's  future. 

A  fair  number  of  us  have  strengthened 
our  religious  ties,  but  the  majority  of  us 
have  either  not  altered  our  relationships  to 
our  faiths  since  leaving  college  or  claim  no 
allegiance  whatsoever  to  a  religion. 

Nearly  all  of  us  feel  a  keener  interest  in 
the  arts  than  we  did  when  were  were 
students. 

RICH  WAIT,  sailmaker:  "I  wake  up  each 
morning  knowing  that  rampant  stupidity  is 
still  making  the  world  go  around." 

And  we  are  split  into  thirds  about  what 
we  think  the  future  holds  for  our  lives  and 
our  planet.  We  are  in  equal  numbers  more 
optimistic,  more  pessimistic  or  feel  pretty 
much  as  we  did  two  decades  ago  in  the  sub- 
ject. 

I  think  the  most  interesting  information  I 
have  to  report  concerns  our  present  views 
on  some  of  the  more  controversial  social 
and  political  issues  of  the  day. 

JOHN  MACKENZIE,  educator:  "I  sup- 
pose I've  become  more  conservative 
(moderately  so)  about  everything  except 
those  infamous  'first  amendment  freedoms'. 
I'm  aggressively  more  liberal  about  them.'' 
The  closest  we  come  to  unanimity  is  on 
gun  control.  All  but  one  of  us  are  in  favor 
of  some  type  of  registration  and  regulation 
of  firearms. 

On  abortion  all  but  two  of  us  support  the 
right  of  a  woman  to  make  her  own  choice 
on  the  matter.  And  on  the  passage  of  the 
ERA  we  line  up  heavily  in  favor  of  such  a 
measure  with  the  exception  of  the  same  in- 
dividual who  is  opposed  to  gun  control  and 
three  fence  straddlers. 

BROCK  CALLAN,  investment  banker: 
"Certainly,  we  were  a  dichotomous  group, 
but  in  the  little  contact  I've  had,  it  seems 
that  most  of  us  have  gone  on  to  careers, 
styles  of  life,  etc.,  that  are  analogous  to 
what  our  interests  and  loves  were  at  that 
time.  To  me  that  represents  strength  and 
commitment,  and  perhaps  better 
knowledge  of  self  than  the  average  male 
student  has  at  age  eighteen." 

On  the  other  issues  I  inquired  about  real 
consensus  does  not  exist.  On  the  question 
of  busing  for  racial  balance  we  are  tilted 
against  the  practice  by  a  margin  of  two. 
Concerning  the  desirability  of  voluntary 
prayer  in  public  schools,  we  are  in  favor  of 
its  introduction  by  two. 

And  our  feelings  about  the  Reagan 
presidency  are  equivocal.  By  a  margin  of 
one  we  support  his  administration. 

Finally,  most  of  us  think  that  it  is  unlike- 
ly that  there  will  be  a  nuclear  war  in  our 
lifetime.  However,  a  few  of  us  see  the 
possibility  as  a  more  ominous  danger. 

Conclusions?  You  can  draw  them  as  well 
as  I  can.  Personally,  I  am  heartened  by  our 
decisive  attitudes  toward  gun  control,  abor- 
tion and  the  ERA.  To  me  they  indicate  that 


despite  our  differences,  we  may  well  still 
share  a  common  sensibility  about  what  we 
feel  is  reasonable  and  fair. 

How  have  we  changed  in  18  years?  Un- 
doubtedly, in  much  the  same  way  as  those 
who  came  before  us  and  those  who  have 
come  after  us.  We,  however,  are,  as  a  social 
commentator  once  wrote,  the  "bulge  in  the 
snake".  As  part  of  the  "Baby  Boom" 
generation,  we  already  have  made  waves 
and  continue  to  affect  change  somewhat 
disproportionately  in  this  country  just  by 
our  getting  on  with  our  lives.  I  agree  with 
Jim  McGuire  that  we  have  learned  a  lot. 
And  I  share  his  hope  that  it  will  make  a  dif- 
ference. 

SCOTT  MAGRANE,  corporate  financier: 
"I  have  had  the  opportunity  over  the  past 
few  years  to  see  some  of  our 
classmates.  .  .  The  one  truly  amazing  thing 
about  each  meeting  is  how  well  we  know 
each  other."
